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DANGEROUS MOOSE. 


some Hard Fights with the Warlike 
Animals. 


Stories are told of killing moose with 
an ax, after 
deep snow. **This may have been done 
in Maine or Canada,” writes the author 
of an article on ‘““Moose Hunting in the 


| Rocky Mountains,” contributed to 


The Big Game of North America, 
“but, if so, it proves to my mind that 
the moose there do not possess the same 
wild, savare, pugnarious natures as 
, f..md in the Rocky mountains. 
~~ would dare to attack one 
mountain moose, single- 
bended, with amy weapon short of a re- 
ating rife.” The writer tells this 
story to support his assertion: 

“A party of river-ren wounded a 
lerge moose nefir the bank of Clear 
Water river, in Idaho, and it took to 
the water. The eager, but unskilled, 
hunters rushed upon the wounded ani- 
mal with a bateau, It was a large 
boat, and was manned by six strong 
and fearless men. They were either 
without a gun, or scorned to use it, and 
determined to kill the moose with axes, 
eant-hooks and other woodsman’s im- 
plements. 

“They bore down by the side of the 
swimming moose, which was kept in 
the current by wells of rocks, and dealt 
him a blow. Heturned to fight. The 
men rushed to the battle with shouts 
of defiance. The moose struck the boat 
with his antlers, raised it clear out of 
the water, and turned it upside down so 
quickly that the men were all fright- 
ened, and two of them were either 
killed or dgowned. The other four were 
rescued by their companions on shore,

Green Teas.

Un- 
pleasant ag the fact may be, it is nevertheless 
artificial; Prussian blue. silica, gypsum, 
plumbago, and other unbealth mineral 
colors being used fr this purpose The effect 
is twofold. Tt note ty maxesthe teaa bright, 
| shiay, a traltive © cen, but also permits the 
use of “ off-color” aad worthless teas, which, 
once vwnder the g een clonk, are readily 
worked off a3 a go quality of tea. Theabom- 
inable coloring »ractice even admits of the 
use of foreizn substances, and the English 
governmen!, which looks closer into the gen- 
wineness of i's s'aples than ours, has In some 
of the alléced ‘‘fi_est” of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragmeuts of matting, rice- 
husks, and willow leaves. In fact, it is openly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of sloc, ash, and wil- 
low leaves are annually imported as tea, 
which withon* the coloricg process would be 
imposstble. They report tea as ove of the most 
notoffously adultetated articles of commerce. 
The temptation to make sweepings and bad 
tea intoa merchants Me product with a few 
ceuts’ worth of green edloring ma‘ter is tao 
strong to withstand, and the worthlessness of 
the trash that often finds its way to this mar- 
ket labeled “New Crop,” “Pest Quality,” 
“Green Tea,” ete, would simply astound the 
public if revea'ed, to say nothing of the un- 
healihfulness of the Prussian bine, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other mineral colors 
that are emp)oyed. 

Black Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan tees, as well 
as the Chine tea: that may be included under 
the general hvading of “ black teas,”’ get their 
co:or from the firi..g or toasting process, but 
miveral coloring matter is also frequently 
used to give a certal: desired, commercial 
appearance. The firiug and the eeloring, as 
in the gregh teas, iatgely conceals the ide: 
tity of the tea and );ermits the use of the

uct is used and an extreme color desired.

That 
it is more healthiul than the miveral-<Olored 
teas, is also apparent. That it is more expen- 
sive, is also true; aud that is another reason 
you havé never seen it. There is nct so much 
profit in It as there is in the cheap adultery 
ated and colored teas. 
About the Cost of Teas. 


According to the custom-house reports, the 


| amount of tea rece red at San Francisco last 


year (1890) was 6,840,137 pounds, and the value 
$956,290, or a fraction over l3c per pound. 
The consumer, of which the reader was one, 
paid for that 1°c tea all the way from (0c to 
$1 per pound. In other words, for that $956,259 
worth of tea theconsumer yaid between four 
and Ove millions of dollars. There are your 
enormous profits, and there you will probably 
find the chief reason why m-o«t of you never 
heard of asun-driedtea. As the stih-dried teas 
have no mask, they are compelled to be abso- 
lutely pure and of better quality than the 
artificially colored asd manipulated teas.
